DENVER — (AP) — Company 


and union representatives return- 
ed to bargaining tables today in an 
effort to reach contract agree- 
ments and bring to an end the •na- 
tion's 20-day oil workers' strike. 


Weekend talks brought numer- 


ous settlements in scattered sec- 
tions of the country. 


A spokesman for the Internation- 


al Oil Workers Union (CIO), leader 
of a coalition of 22 striking CIO, 
AFL and Independent unions, esti- 
mated about 6,000 men have re- 
turned to their jobs or will do so 
today. Some 90,000 had walked out. 


Results of contract voting of 


some 10,000 Sinclair Oil Corpora- 
tion workers, members of 
the 


OWIU group, were expected dur- 
ing the day. Sinclair Is the only 
firm with which bargaining is con- 
ducted on a nationwide basis. 
Plant-byplant negotiations are un- 
der way elsewhere. 


Brazil Assures 
U.S. Safety of 
Two Hostages 
Pair Seized by 
Wildcat' Group 
Hunting Plane 


RIO DE JANEIRO—(AP) 


—The U. S. embassy said to- 
day it has received assurances 
from the Brazilian govern- 
ment that all necessary steps 
are being taken to effect the 
release of a U. S. civilian avia- 
tion inspector and a Brazilian 
air force major held captive 
by a "wildcat" group of para- 
chutists. 


The embassy was Informed that 


the Brazilian air force was sending 
three planes to the Brazilian jungle 
area where a search for the wreck- 
age of a Pan American Strata- 
cruiser had taken an entirely un- 
looked for turn of events. 


Held an Hostage 


In Miami, Fla., Gordon Bennett, 


chief advisor for the Miami Inter- 
national District offices 
of 
the 


CAA, said 30 or more armed para- 
chutists were holding Scott A. Mag- 
ness, CAA aviation safety advisor 
from Miami, and Maj. Mirando 
Correa of the Brazilian, air force. 


He said they were being used 


as hostages in an attempt to gain 
transportation for the parachutist* 
back to civilization from a heli- 
copter landing strip .V&milre from 
'the spot- whore -a -Pan "Ameifcan 
world Airways plane crashed April 
29, killing 50 persona, including 10 
Americans.' 


Pilot Given Tip 


The pilot of a USAF helicopter 


messaged his commanding officer 
at Albrook Air Force base in the 
Panama Canal Zone that he had 
removed all U. S. government 
officials from the jungle "except 
one (Magness) who is being held 
hostage by Brazilian parachutists.'.' 


He said he was forced to fly 


supplies to the armed group at the 
threat of death to Magness. 


No further information was avail- 


able here, but it was known that 
there was conflict between the of- 
ficial expedition to the scene of 
the crash and the volunteer group, 
which was called a "solidarity 
caravan." 


The volunteers had been urged 


not to attempt the journey but 
parachuted into the jungle a few 
days ahead of the official party. 


Bound for New'York 


The crash scene Is 591 miles 


south-southeast of Belem and 933 
miles north of Rio De Janeiro. The 
plane was en route from Buenos 
Aires to New York when it crashed. 


Final rites for the victims were 


held at the scene yesterday. Be- 
cause of the difficulty of removal 
from the terrain and condition of 
the bodies, officials ordered imme- 
diate burial.

Falls 90 Feet 
In Crevasse 
On Mountain 


Mount St. Helens 
Scene of Accident 
To Young Climber 


SPIRIT LAKE, Wash — 


(AP) — A mountain 
silence 


cloaked a desperate effort to- 
day for the rescue of a Uni- 
versity of Washington stu- 
dent from a crevasse 8,000 
feet up the icy slopes of 
Mount St. Helens. 


The youth wedged between two 


walls of solid ice was Art Jessett, 
20-year-old son of the Rev. and 
Mrs. Thomas E. Jessett of Seattle. 


He was lost through the snow 


"bridge" across the crevasse Sun- 
day while trailing three compani- 
ons on a descent from the 9,671- 
foot peak. They believed he was 
about 90 feet down. 


Hopes Dwindle 


Hopes for his survival between 


the icy walls dwindled with each 
passing hour. 


An 
experienced 
mountaineer 


party started out before dawn to- 
day from Spirit Lake, near the 
mountain base. The peak is about 
50 miles south of Mt. Ranier and 
about the same distance northeast 
of Portland, Ore. 


Indications were that it would 


take several hours for news of 
tragedy or success to come from 
the mountain. It was a several 
hours' hike from the acene and a 
45-mile drive to the nearest tele- 
phone. 


The last contact with the trapped 


youth was late Sunday.

Jessett called to his companions 


that he was trapped in the narrow 
ice hole about 35 feet below the 
nut face of the snow., He. said 'he 
' 
he 'hud. brofrcw/hls arm. 


Then as the ice aboutchim melted 
from the heat of the body he called 
that- he was slipping. 


The party's only rope went with 


him. It was looped about Jessett's 
shoulder. 


Mountaineers from Seattle and

here to aid in the rescue attempt.

help. 


"He . (Jessett) 
took it awfully 


well," he said. "He said he was 
wedged tightly in the hole and was 
unable to move. He said he thought 
his" arm was broken but wasn't 
sure because it was pinned .to the 
ice."

Parties Owe Public Campaign 
On 1952 Issues-Not Old Ones 


It would be a great disservice to the American people if 


-the coming election should be fought out along the en- 
trenched battle lines of the New Deal-Fair Deal versus the 
-long-established opposition. Because events have largely 
consigned that struggle to history. 


Unfortunately, there are many signs in both camps that 


the 1952 campaign may still be geared too closely to out- 
moded loyalties and hostilities. President Truman and some 
of his cohorts still boast loudly of the Democrats' anti-depres- 
sion program, though it was initiated nearly 20 years ago. 
In. his messages to congress and the people, he still discusses 
new social proposals as if this were 1936. 


For their.part, a great many, Republicans still talk as if 


the great need of the moment is to halt the New Deal-Fair 
Deal in its tracks and perhaps restore many of the conditions 
which prevailed before 1932. 


In some circles it is regarded as pretty damaging stuff 


to call a man a 'me-tooer," indicating thereby that he is too 
friendly to Democratic notions of social progress. 
• 
* 
» 


In truth, the New Deal ended for all practical purposes in 


1938, when sharp Republican gains in congress put a check- 
' rein on President Roosevelt, and Hitler's move's abroad 
shifted the emphasis to the world scene. 


As for the Fair Deal, Mr. Truman's postwar social pack- 


age, it has been mainly a paper program. A new housing 
law—sponsored by Senator Taft and approved by many Re- 
publicans—plus modifications of the social security and 
minimum wage laws just about represents the sum of Fair 
Deal achievement. 


But more important than the fact that there have been 


no great recent advances which could give life to the old 
struggle, the problems of the American people today are no 
longer in that same frame'of reference. In 1952, the big 
fact is the contest between the free world and Russian com- 
munism, and all that it means in terms of foreign aid, re- 
armament, domestic controls, inflation and the like. 


In his new book, "The Future of American Politics," 


Samuel ^Lubell stresses this shift to new problems and points 


•• out the"cost to Americans that lies in failure to recognize and 
, deal with these difficulties.

During most of 1951, he recalls, a battle raged in con- 


gress between members who felt five or six billion dollars 
could be pared from the military budget, and those who sup- 
ported Mr. Truman's contention that the budget already had 
been cut to the bone. 


While this controversy was going on," writes Lubell, 


"something like $12 billion was being added to the govern- 
ment's expenses by the failure to act in time to halt infla- 
tion. Rising prices added that much more to the cost of 
defense.. 


Looked at this way, the old New Deal-anti-New Deal 


fight on economy versus social gains appears silly. Where is 
the economy in slashing $6 billion from defense while infla- 
tion adds $12 billion? And what social gains could be offered 
that could possibly offset the hurt to the citizen's pocketbook 
represented by that boost in costs? 


Sooner or later the answers to the real problems of 1952 


must be had. And the party which will insure itself of steady 
tenure in the White House in this next phase of American 
history is the one with the courage and imagination to tackle 
these issues.

Athens, Greece 


To all the family: 


As I have said before I can't be 


lieve it. Here I am in this far away 
strange and beautiful city famous 
the world over. Without exception 
the cleanest big city I have ever 
seen. We are anchored in Phale- 
ron Bay off of Piraens. We motor 
to Athens, a very short distance. 
We all like the city. There seems 
a very friendly atmosphere. The 
city's population is -480,000 or more 
while there are 8,000,000 or a trifle 
under that number, in all Greece 
which has over 50,000 square mileo. 
This includes many islands. The 
island of Crete is the largest in the 
group. English is widely spoken. 
The language of Athens is, of 
course, modern Greek. 


Athens is considered one of the 


very most important places to 
visit on the cruise. I am sure we 
thought it was. No time was lost 
although it was rather late in the 
afternoon when we arrived. Wo 
were Immediately taken in motor 
cars to the Acropolis. Here we saw 
the Parthenon, used in its day as a 
religious temple, and the ruins on 
top of that very historic site. Ma- 
iestic indeed. A Christian church in 
.he Middle Ages and a Turkish 
mosque. Inside was a statue of 
Athena Parthenos, a gold and ivory 
mage 40 feet high. The gold alone 
was said tp be worth more than 
51,000,000. The temple was built in 
447 B.C. It then had 98 columns, 53 
ife-size statues and a frieze 524 
eet in length. Great care has been 
taken to preserve these historic 
relics of olden days. The great bat- 
tle of Salamis down- through the 
ages and the time of Roman occu- 
pation were enacted in this part of 
:he country. 


The matchless Acropolis was one 


of the first ruins to be seen. Below 
is the Temple of Jupiter, back of 
that stands the Acropolis which is 
512 feet above the temple. Just, 
one of all the many original col- 
umns remains standing in this 
great temple. Looking at one of the 
fallen columns and the magnificent 
carvings thereon created over 2- 
000,000 years ago fills one with ad- 
miration. You marvel at the great 
courage it must have taken to builri 
these immense buildings of huge 
stones. Then the years of labor in 
elaborate carving of huge columns, 
doorways, balconies, window trim- 
mings. If for no other reason it is 
well worth the trip to visit the 
many ruins and see for yourself the 
surroundings 
of greatness 
and 


beauty that was indulged in many 
many years ago. 


Nearby is Mars Hill, where St. 


Paul addressed the wisemen of 
Athens. It is said that the most 
mpresstve and most perfect con- 
struction of buildings are those in 
this section. They stood intact until 
1867, when the Phoenicians set 
siege to Athens, then occupied by 
:he Turks. A shell directed at the 
powder magazine in the Parthenon 
did the damage. Thus the finest 
monument of antiquity became a 


mass of ruin and as one of our 
American radio commentators 
says, "So goes the world." 


We paid a visit to the arch ol 


Hadri&a, the ruins of the great 
temple of. Zeus, the theater of Di- 
onysus, and Tower of the Winds. 


Trie Theater of Dionysus was 


built in 160 A. D. Nearby is a cave 
and cells cut into the rocky hillside 
where Socrates was Imprisoned be- 
fore his death. 


Water Measured Time • 


There surely is much to see In 


and around Athens and it's bound 
to be something we have never 
seen before or "never will see'any 
where else. This time it is the 
Tower of the Winds. .Thus named 
because of the frieze at the top of 
the water tower which is octagonal 
in shape. It is supposed to be the 
first and largest water clock ever 
invented. A large water tank in the 
top of the tower allows a small 
rivulet of water to fall into a con- 
centric groove cut into the marble 
floor. The water follows the groove 
until it falls into a tubular opening 
in the center some 12 inches in 
diameter. In this stone tube is a 
water-proofed 
wooden log upon 


which the hours of the day were 
marked. As the tube filled with 
water the log rises and marks the 
time. At noon the water automati- 
cally siphons itself out and. the 
process is repeated. Took 12 hours 
to fill these grooves and 12 hours 
to empty. Each groove represents 
one hour. After reading this I 
imagine you boys can't want to 
build a timepiece like this? 


We motored all over the city. 


Enjoyed seeing the shops and inter 
esting things in the windows but 
too much sightseeing kept us away 
from the stores. We are sorry, we 
really wanted to take something 
home as a souvenir, something 
Grecian. 


As we motored along we observ 


ed many of the cars were Ameri- 
can made Chryslers, Buicks, most- 
ly Cadillacs and, of course, Fords. 
Many fine buildings were brought 
to our attention. Our guide gave us 
much information. We were shown 
the ancient Olympic stadium, seat- 
ing 44,000 people. What a sight that 
must have been. It was erected in 
143 A. D. It was the goal of the 
famous 26 mile run from Mara- 
thon. The stadium was rebuilt in 
1906, and now seats 60,000. 


The pepper trees, so pretty and 


lacy were everywhere and a real 
attraction to the city. The National 
Museum was a place of much in- 
terest; Grecian and of great artis- 
tic work and priceless in value. We 
thought 
the 
residential section 


beautiful. The Royal Palace, think 
they called it the King's Palace, 
magnificent large home with two 
guards. This is how they looked. 
As I saw them at a glance they 
stood at attention. They looked 
very 
classy, 
white 
tight-fitting 


trousers, navy blue coats, close- 
fitting red hats, shoes of slipper de- 
sign topped off by red pompoms 
and, of course, each carried a gun. 


Athens felt the effects of the war. 


There was much damage 
from 


bombing and extensive work in re- 
storing is .being carried on, Ameri- 
can money has been poured into 
Greece. 


We saw many stylish and good 


looking women in Athens, also well 
dressed men. They have olive skin 
and dark eyes and hair. 


Our group visited the American 


embassy. We were received by 


Ambassador John Emil Peurifay 
a delightful gentleman. Atop the 
Embassy 
flew 
the Stars and 


Stripes. What a beautiful flag it Is. 
The entrance to the building was 
by spotless white marble steps of 
great width. 


One of the most enjoyable times 


was a visit to a museum across 
from the embassy. The floors and 
stairs, of which there .were many, 
were of white marble. - In Uh!s 
country marble -'is as commonly 
used as cement is in America. It 
adds both beauty, and dignity to 
any structure. This -museum and 
most of the contents 'was formerly 
a private collection of a gentleman 
who spent his time searching for 
rare treasures of antiquity. I do 
not recall his name though we were 
introduced and he gave us a his 
tory of many choice specimens. He 
was distinguished in appearance 
tall, erect, white hair, white mus* 
tache, ends waxed and rolled to a 
fine point at the ends, splendidly 
groomed and well worth looking at. 
There were many rooms and many 
collections that included jewelry, 
pottery, 
glass, 
silver, 
copper, 


brass. There were exquisite dress- 
es and native costumes from many 
countries made of the finest of 
linens, laces and gorgeous silks, 
dated from 1760 to 1821. Days could 
be profitably spent but not so with 
us. We had to be moving on—on a 
cruise you just about get a bird's 
eye view which gives you an idea 
of the places you would like to re- 
turn to and spend your entire holi- 
day. That is a much easier way 
and you get more real and truth- 
ful information. 'Tis a long way to 
go but one learns much of interest 
and history old and new. Walking 
on beautiful white marble floors 
and fine oriental rugs has become 
quite common and tonight, I am 
sure, there will be dreams of "I 
Dreamt I Dwelt in Marble Halls." 


We had a delicious dinner at the 


Hotel Grande Bretagne in their 
beautiful dining room, the decora- 
tions of which I shall long- remem- 
ber. The great chandeliers and wall 
lights were very ornamental. They 
were decorated in fresh trailing 
vines and flowers. The effect was 
perfect. There was a surprise treat 
in store for us. A group of beautiful 
Grecian girls, some 20 or 25 in 
numbers, in costumes of the vari- 
ous provinces, colorful and very 
beautiful gave a series of Grecian 
dances. We were simply charmed. 
Our applause brought them back 
several times. They were so gener- 
ous and spontaneous in their enter- 
taining us. That was truly a very 
fitting climax to a wonderful day. 
The shadows lengthened. The sun 
went down and we were apprecia- 
tive of what the day had given us.

I still get letters from all parts 


of the country about a point that 
I have covered in this column two 
or three times. "When are you al- 
lowed to count the top card of 
the discard pile. as. part of your 
Initial meld?" they want to know. 


The answer is short and simple: 


always. 
. ' 


It doesn't matter whether you 


need 50, 90, or 120. It doesn't mat- 
ter whether the discard pile is 
frozen or unfrozen. You- are 
al- 


ways allowed to count the prev- 
ious discard as part of your initial 
meld (provided, of course, that 
you "are taking the pile)... 


Let's take an example. 
The 


player at your right discards a 
jack, and you need 50 points for 
the initial meld. You hold -two 
jacks and a deuce. Those cards 
add up to only 40 points, but you 
reach 50 * points when you . count 
the jack that is at the top of the 
discard pile. 


You are therefore allowed 
to 


put down your two jacks and your 
deuce and take the pile. This is 
equally true whether or not the 
discard pile is frozen. 


Some players have the mistaken 


idea that you need the full count 
outside of a matching pair when 
the pack is frozen. There is noth- 
ing- at all in this idea. All you 
need is the matching pair and a 
meld that somehow totaU at least 


your minimum count when you 
add up the top card of the pile, 
the matching pair, and anything 
else you may wish to meld. 


Some players have the mistaken 


idea that you must put your in- 
itial meld down from your hand 
when the pile is frozen, and that 
your side can take the discard pile 
only at a later turn. There ia 
nothing in this idea either. WhetW 
er or not the pack is frozen, you 
are allowed to take the discard 
pile on the same play in which 
you make your initial meld. 


This brings me to another point 


frequently asked. The player at 
your right discards a jack, when 
the pile is not frozen. Are you al- 
lowed to put down 
your 
initial 


meld—say three aces, when you 
need 50 points—and then take the 
pile on the same play with a jaclSi 
and a wild card? 


You are not allowed to do that. 


You may take the discard 
pile 


with one matching card and a wild 
card only if your side has made 
the initial meld at a previous turn 
to play. Whenever you take the 
pile and make the initial meld at 
the same turn you must put down 
a natural pair that matches the 
previous discard.

Physical Examination Before Having Children 
Is Must for Couples in Past-40 Age Bracket

Some problems are extraordin- 


arily difficult to answer. 


Q—My husband and I have been 


married less than a year and our 
ages are 50 and 39 respectively. 
We are both in reasonably good 
health and would like to have a 
child. 


Do you think we would be wrong 


in bringing a child into the world 
at this late time, or would you 
advise us to try adopting a child, 
or is. there an age limit on this 
too?

A—Many couples of 
the ages 


given do have healthy children. 
The first step, from the medical 
standpoint, is for both husband 
and wife to be carefully examined 
to make sure that there Is no phy- 
sical reason why they should not 
have children.

be weighed. In other words, such 
thingn aa the fact that the mother 
would be over 50 and the father 
over 60 when the child .was 10 
yearn old should be faced In ad- 
vance.

Strike Ends at 
Laboratory With 
8-Cent Pay Boost 


PEARL RIVER. N. Y.—(AP)— 


A compromise wage agreement 
early today brought an end to a 
picket-line siege at the Lederle 
Laboratories, where an airlift was 
used to feed self-imprisoned plant 
workers and the research animals. 


Automobiles and employes start- 


ed moving in and out of the plant 
throtgh token picket lines only a 
few minutes after Federal Media- 
tor Thomas G. Daugherty an- 
nounced the settlement. 


The strike started Wednesday, 


and on Thursday the company re- 
ported picket line disorders. 


Since then, no one had gone 


through the picket lines, and two 
small planes were Used to take food 
supplies to the 400 humans and 
half million animals in the plant. 


Daugherty said an elght-cent-an- 


hour across the board wage in- 
crease had been reached at an all- 
night, 14-hour bargaining session 
between representatives of the 
company and the AFL Chemical 
Workers' union. 


A company official said the In- 


crease would amount to $3.20 for 
the 40-hour week worked at the 
plant. The;company said wages 
previously averaged $58 a week.

Illinois supreme court today re- 
fused to reconsider its Marcn 
term decision upholding validity of 
the 1951 optometry act: 


The new law imposes strict curbs 


on advertising by firms and per- 
sons in the business of examining 
human eye troubles and prescrib- 
ing for them without use of druge, 
medicine or surgery. 


One section of the law prohibits, 


effective July l, advertising by 
illuminated street or window signs. 
Another already in effect bars win- 
dow display of glasses, and specta- 
cle frames.

Practice With Club You Are 
Playing Poorest, Says Burke 


By JACKIE BURKE 
Golf's Newest Star 


After a golfer has acquired the 


proper grip and developed a sound 
swing, the rest is pretty much up 
to him. 


He must practice and play a lot. 


The rest will come naturally. 
Ability, strength and mentality be- 
ing equal, the player who prac- 
tices most will be best. 


Common sense tells you to prac- 


tice with the club you are playing 
poorest. 


When a playing professional's 


swing is out of the groove, he 
heads for the nearest practice tee. 


Then, if he • isn't satisfied, he 


consults a fellow professional. 


Grip .Important 


Teachers will tell you that 75 


per cent of the time they straight- 
en out pupils by correcting a 
faulty grip. 


When you get a chance to watch 


professional golfers in action, pay 
particular attention to their hands. 
Faulty hand action is the cause 
of many a soaring score. 


So .to correct a faulty stroke, 


start with the hands. If the hands 
and forearms are properly co- 
ordinated, the hips, shoulders and 
pivot will follow. If they do their 
work properly, timing, must be 
correct. 


Try' an easy, relaxed practice 


pivot. If you feel free and at ease, 
you probably have the proper 
stance and balance. 


The power of the_ stioke gener- 


ates at the feet, 'it passes on 
through the body to the hands. 
Therefore the stance is vital. 


Once convinced the hands and 


forearms are not the source of 
the difficulty, check your stance 
then the pivot. Be sure the right 
h*ip ha* sufficient body turn. Be 
certain to get well around on the 
backswing. 


Starting the downswing, let the 


weight move -with it, from the 
right foot onto the left. 


Don't try to hit too quickly 


from the top of the downswing 
Don't 
hurry any part of the 


swing. 


Check back to the hands again 


as they come into the ball, then 
the follow through. 


While the use of the hands and 


forearms 
are 
the first funda- 


mentals, the hips and shoulders 
cannot be neglected. 
They must 


turn at least enough to take them 
out of the way of the hands and 
forearms. There cannot be any 
obstruction to the smooth, flow 
ing swing of the forearms. 


Must Make Changes 


^Practically every golfer finds it 
necessary to make changes in the 
mechanics of his game, but, above 
all things, don't experiment. 
If 


your stroke is sound, don't radic- 
ally change your grip, stance or 
backswing.

were-sound before your headache 
they must still be okay after you 
find yourself off your game. 


Possibly you are gripping the 


club too hard with the right hand. 
Maybe one hand is in a bad posi- 
tion. 
Perhaps you are coming 


back too rapidly, or out of the 
groove.

Break down your stroke one 


factor at a time. 


Do not attempt to make sev 


eral corrections at once. 


K you' do,-you'll wind up with 


a stroke that will v get you no- 
where in a hurry. 


Practice hittlnf b«Hi out of

Learn how to get out of traps. 
In putting practice, start a foot 


or so from the hole and gradually 
work back to 15 feet.

"I have not studied the house pro- 


k vision in detail but it probably goes 
too far." 


Sen. Bridges (R-NH), minority 


floor leader, said in a separate 
intemew that informal talks he 
has had with other lawmakers in- 
dicatae most of them favor it. 


"They think something should be 


done," Bridges said, "but they 
£ want some limitation put on, so 


a fellow couldn't write off a $500 
month apartment. 


"It should not be so wide open." 
Sen. Douglas (D-I11) agreed with 


George and Bridges that all mem- 
bcis of congress aie faced with 
the problem of double living costs. 


The house piovision would allow 


all congressmen to deduct their 
living expenses while in Washing- 
ton as a business expense, not sub- 
ject to federal taxes. 


The congressional ta\ rider was 


attached to the annual appropria- 
tion carrying some 63 million dol- 
lars to pi ovide operating funds for 
congiess and its agencies during 
the fiscal year that begins July 
1. The house passed it without 
debate or a recorded vote. 


For several yeais past members 


of congress have received a $2,500 
tax-exempt expense allowance in 


w addition to their annual salaries of 


$12,500 which are taxed. Starting 
next Jan. 1, this expense allowance' 
becomes subject to tax.

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Korean War Vets to Get Similar 
Benefits as Veterans of War II

WASHINGTON - (AP) — Vet- 


erans of the Korean war will get 
Benefits similar to those given 
, World war II veterans if a meas- 
ure approved by the house vet- 
erans committee is passed by con- 
gress. 
- Before house and senate okay

| The benefits apply not only to 
members of the armed forces who 
Served in the Korean theater but 
)o all who were in the armed 
forces, at home or abroad, on or

Education 


\ If he served at least 90 days, a 
man gets 1% days of education or 


training at government, expense 
for each day of service but no 
more than 36 months. 
And he 


must apply within two years after 
discharge. 


(A World War II veteran who 


served at least 90 days got a mini- 
mum of 15 months. The maximum 
was 48 months. Without going in- 
to details, it can be said generally 
he was allowed more time after 
discharge to apply). 
Education and Training Allowance 


If he's enrolled in a course full 


time, a Korea veteran gets $110 a 
month if he has no dependents and 
$150 a month if he has one or more. 
That's all. On that money he 
must live, pay his tuition, buy his 
books. 


(A World War II veteran got $75 


a month to live on if he was sin- 
gle. $105 if he had one dependent, 


and $120 if he had two or more 
dependents, plus his tuition fees 
and book costs up to a limit of 
$500 a year). 


Hoimlng 


The same housing benefits for 


those who served on or after June 
27, 1950, as presently are given 
World War II veterans; guaranty 
of home loans up to 60 per cent 
with a maximum of $7,500; bust- 
ness-loan guaranties of $2,000; and 
direct loans up to $10,000 in non- 
city areas where private financing 
is not available. The interest in 
all cases must not exceed 4 per 
cent.

Communist leadership has resulted 
in the subordination of the wishes 
of the American people and the 
continuing and seemingly endless 
prolonging of the Korean disaster." 


For these and other reasons, 


Caldwell said, the resolution calls 
on-the United States to "complete- 
ly withdraw from the United Na- 
tions organization." 


He said the proposal will be sub- 


mitted to the Legion's state con- 
vention in July.
